In Eisner, the CAFC agreed with the USPTO that foreign sales can enable a publication, but the case was remanded for further fact 
finding. The facts to be determined were 1) whether one skilled in the art would have been able to reproduce the claimed plant without 
undue experimentation and 2) whether the sales were of such a nature that the public would have known of the invention. 

With regard to 1), the specification states that the claimed plant may be reproduced by any one of a number of methods well known in the 
art (p. 3). Therefore the examiner concludes that the skilled artisan would have been able to reproduce the plant without undue 
experimentation. With regard to 2), Applicant is expected to have knowledge of the circumstances under which the claimed plant was sold 
or otherwise made publicly available. Since Applicant is in the business of selling plants, it is assumed that availability of the claimed plant 
was not kept secret. Applicant is invited to provide further information regarding the sale and public availability of the claimed plant. 
Evidence that the public would not have known of the invention may be sufficient to overcome the rejection. Therefore, the rejectionis 
maintained. 
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
